LEGISLATIVE UPDATE - Gordon Kissel, Legislative Consultant
Gordon Kissel, Legislative Consultant, gave a legislative update (Exhibit A).

In response to a question from Hudkins, Kissel said Senators Beutler and Flood may
introduce amendments to LB 40 (Change the documentary stamp tax fee) on Select
File. Beutler's amendment would increase the documentary stamp tax fee by $0.05,
with the additional $0.05 going into the County General Fund. Flood’'s amendment
would earmark a portion of the $0.50 increase in the documentary stamp tax fee for
improved technology in counties (Lancaster County would be exempt).

D. Report on Visit to a Technical Assistance Policy Analysis Center (TAPA)
Site in Portland, Maine

Hudkins and Schorr reported on a recent visit to the TAPA site. They said the intent of
the visit was to promote inter-site cooperation and learning. NOTE: TAPA provides
oversight for Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration (SAMHSA)
grants, including the Mental Health Jail Diversion Project.

Stevens said, due to its success, Lancaster County’s Mental Health Jail Diversion Project
has received a no-cost extension.

ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER REPORT
F. Investment of Lancaster Manor Renewal and Replacement Funds

Dave Kroeker, Budget and Fiscal Officer, appeared and presented options for
investment of $1.3 million in Renewal and Replacement Funds through Wells Fargo
Institutional Brokerage & Sales (Exhibit D). He said the Nebraska Public Agency
Investment Trust (NPAIT) has comparable fixed rates. Kroeker recommended
investment through Wells Fargo with the 4.30% yield option (callable on May 5, 2006).

MOTION: Workman moved and Heier seconded to proceed with the 4.30% option,
callable in one year. Stevens, Workman, Heier, Schorr and Hudkins voted
aye. Motion carried.

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5 A) HEALTH INSURANCE REQUEST FOR PROPOSALS (RFP); AND
B) FIRST QUARTER HEALTH AND DENTAL CLAIMS - Daryl Bell,
Milliman USA; Bill Thoreson, Benefits Specialist

First Quarter Health and Dental Claims

Daryl Bell, Milliman USA, presented Lancaster County, Nebraska; Financial Monitoring
Report; Summary: First Quarter 2005 (Exhibit E). He said he is comfortable with the
numbers but cautioned this is only three months of data. Bell said, in terms of self-
insurance, multiple years of data need to be reviewed to really get a feel for the
variations.

Schorr returned to the meeting at 9:26 a.m.

Hudkins said employees on the lower end of the pay scale are concerned with out-of-
pocket expenses and find the plan document confusing.

Bill Thoreson, Benefits Specialist, said a summary is available.
Hudkins asked him to forward a copy to the County Board.
Heier exited the meeting at 9:34 a.m.

Workman said NACO’s Blue Cross/Blue Shield health insurance plan provides for early
retirees.

Thoreson explained that retirees can remain in the County’s plan, at the full premium
cost, until they become eligible for Medicare.

Heier returned to the meeting at 9:37 a.m.

Health Insurance Request for Proposals (RFP)

Bell said there were ten responses to the RFP, five from insurance companies and five
from third-party administrators. He said the responses are being evaluated and

recommendations will be brought back to the Board.

6 GROUND WATER REPORT - Mike DeKalb, Planning Department; Bill
Lukash, Planning Department Intern
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Bill Lukash, Planning Department Intern, gave an overview of the H20/Q2 Project, a
“snapshot” view of groundwater in Lancaster County using domestic well sources
(Exhibit F). Fifteen parameters were chosen for the analysis (some were based on
aquifer production or groundwater quality, while others were chosen for safety or
health risks). Data was collected and interpreted and classified for use in the GRID
analysis (the same program used for the Acreage Development Performance Standards
Study). The parameters were grouped into one of three categories (spatial
relationships, groundwater quality and groundwater quantity) and a map for each group
was created. A map was also created combining all the parameters (see Exhibit F). He
said the maps provide a general characterization of groundwater, but said nothing can
replace an on-site test well, due to variability of groundwater characteristics over short
distances.

DeKalb said this information will be shared with the Conservation Survey, Department
of Environmental Quality (DEQ), and the Lincoln-Lancaster County Health Department.
The information will also be included on the website.

7 COUNTY SPECIAL PERMIT NO. 04070 AND COUNTY
PRELIMINARY PLAT NO. 04032, WHITETAIL RUN, NORTHWEST
OF SOUTHWEST 14™ STREET AND WEST BENNET ROAD - Mike
DeKalb, Planning Department

Mike DeKalb, Planning Department, gave an overview of County Special Permit No.
04070 and County Preliminary Plat No. 04032, Whitetail Run, a request for nine
residential acreage lots, with associated waiver requests, on property located northwest
of the intersection of Southwest 14™ Street and West Bennet Road (Exhibit G). There is
split jurisdiction with the City and application of “build-through” provisions. Planning
Staff and the Planning Commission have recommended conditional approval.

Stevens suggested that the County seek a dedication of an additional ten feet of right-
of-way on Southwest 14™ Street.

DeKalb said the applicant has already made that dedication.
